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[Abstract:] Replies to complaints of shortage in minor coins by Ist Nat. Bk. of Molina, Ill. 166 %

Sir: 


I have examined into the matter of the complaint of the First Nat. Bank of Molina, II1., 
and respectfully offer the suggestions following: 


1st. That the shortages complained of can hardly have received at the Mint, because, out 
of many hundreds of customers, scattered throughout the country, no complaint has been made 
save by the First National of Moline. All shipments are taken from the vaults at random, and 
delivered to the Express Company, whose agents take them at random and put them in larger 
bags. It is barely necessary to suggest that the lack on no person, and of no bank can be so 
constant and invariable as the ill-lack of the bank in question proves to be. Sometimes, at least, 
another customer must have found bags short, had the shortage assumed at the Mint. 


2d. It has been suggested from time to time that coins might have been abstracted from 
shipments at some change from one line of Express to another. Against this I am obliged to put 
the significant fact that although we have frequently shipped minor coins to the “Molina Nat. 
Bank”, located in the same town, no complaints have ever been made of shortage, (so far as Iam 
aware) by the latter bank. This would seem to vindicate the agents of the Express Company. 








3. The final suggestion relates to the habitat of the thief. I do not believe he lives in 
Philadelphia.
